A PROBLEM IN CANADIAN 
LIQUOR. 


THE FIREMAN’S ADVENTURE. 
a A FE 
(By JOSEPH MURFHY.) 


66 EAVE it to George’’ is a little bit 
of Canadian slang. It means. 
** Anybody else can do the job—I won't.” 
It comes into my head because a few days 
ago I heard a little story benrinx on it. 
The ss. Canadian Sourdough (Canadian 
Government Merchatit Marin:) was tied 
up to the wharf at New Westminster dis- 
charging cargo. The firemen, and as 
niany of the crew as could get away, had 
gone ashore, as had also Mr. ‘‘Tam”’ 
Wishart, of Glasgow, fireman. 
written ‘firemen, including Tam Wis- 
hart.” because they did not include him. 
He is a morose sort of man, and prefers 


his own company to any other. Besides, 
he finds ‘t less expensive. Mr. Wishart 
was ashore, alone and athirsí Not since 


pulling out of Antwerp, many toilsome 
weeks before, had he tasted a real drink, 
and his soul desired beer. 

In this virtuous province the procuring 
of beer is not the simple matter that it is 
in the ungodly city of Dublin, for 
instance. Of public-houses,-esfaminets or 
saloons there are none—that is, not openly. 
There are Government liquor stores. of 
course, where you can buy anything you like, 
provided that you first pay the Govern- 
ment for the privilege of buying from them. 
There are “ blind pigs.’’ where you will 
be charged nothing for a permit, but 
wherein you will pay two prices for your 
liquor. Also there are those dismal insti 
tutions known as “ beer-parlours,”’ which 
are not parlours and do not sell heer. 
Admittedly, the heverage purveyed looks 
like beer: some of it even tastes like it— 
but it is not. 


BEER THAT IS NOT BEER. 


The brewers who make the stuff seem 
to have misgivings about it themselves. 
From time to time they publish adver- 
tisements about “ pure beer,” the word 
“pure ” being always prefixed, even ós 
Canadian soil, of whatever kind, is in- 
variably “ fertile.’’ These advertisements 
quote the chemical analysis of the fluid, 
proving to the most sceptical that the stuff 
is really and truly the real McKay. In- 
contestably so; but have you ever dined 
with a food-crank—one of those wild-eyed 
fellows who are alwavs worrying about 
carbohydrates and proteins? At the end 
of the alleged meal your host is almost 
certain to ask how you feel. Should you 
be rude enough to tell him that you are 
still as hungry as a hawk, he will flatly 
refuse to believe you. With the aid of a 
menu-card, which looks like a prescrip- 
tion, he will point out that youn have con- 
sumed enough calories for three ordinary 
men; and as -for vitamins—-you have 
simply made a hog of yourseif ou them. 

In New Westminster there are no beer- 
parlours, and, as Mr. Wishart resented 
paying a rake-off to Government for the 
right to buy from them, he took a motor 
coach to Vancouver.

* TALES OF HOFFMANN.” 

The Carl Rosa Opera Company opened the 
second week of its Dublin season with a 
repetition of Offenbadtif's charming opera, 
“ Tales of Hoffmann.” The cast was not 
quite the same as on Wednesday last. Mr. 
Joh» Perry took the part of Hoffmann last 
night, and Miss May Busby, who was the 
Brunnhilde in last week's ' Valkyrie ’’ pro- 
duction, undertook the part of Ginilietta in 
the second Tale. Although Mr. Perry has 
been out of the company for a couple of 
years, I feel sure that I have heard him in 
Hoffmann’s part before. At all events, he 
took the part in an experienced style, and 
sang pleasantly. 

The part of Giulietia in the Venice scene 
is not one that Miss Busby would have been 
expected to chcose. It is reckoned, properly, 
28 a mezzo-soprano part, and a good deal of 
the music is below Miss Busby’s effective 
register. Phrases in the Barcarolle duct 
seemed uncomfortable for her, and she 
showed a tendency to go flat in them—not se 
noticeably, feriunately, as to mar in any 
appreciable degree the beauty of that number. 
After that, the port gave her no trouble, and 
her commanding stature, as well as the full- 
ness of her voice, made gher easily the 
dominant figure in the Tale. 

Other members of the company repeated 
the excellent performances they gave last 
Wednesday. Miss Pauline Bindley, an artist 
of great intelligence, who takes care of the 
meaning as well as the mus‘c of her parts, 
Is particularly well suited by the two light 
soprano parts in this opera. Her Doll’s Song 
was given with much humour, as well an 
voeal skill; and her pure tones were heard to 
still better advantage in Anton'a's muste in 
the third Yale. On the whole, this opera 
may be regarded as specially Miss Bindley’s 
arena of success. 3 

One admired again the beauty of the stago 
settings in the present production, The scene 
in the house ef Spalanzani, when the gvests 
were assembled for the reception, was a bril- 
liant spectacle, and there was delicious 
colouring again in the Venetian palace scene, 

Mr. Richard Austin was in chaige of the 
music, and, besides controlling the big en- 
semble passages in masterly style, saw to it 
that the many charming details of the orches- 
tral score re dune attention. A _ repett- 
tion of the famous Barcarolle as an orches- 
tral interlude hetween the third Tale and 
the epilogue was enjoved by the audience, 
and gave them an opportnmty to express, 
by a special round of eprlavee, their appre- 
ciation of the exe'leres ef the orchestra 
provided hy the Carl Rosa management for

I have often wondered when visiting the 
Zoological Gardens, writes a curre 
spondent, whether the larger carnivora are 
really as dangerous as tliey are supposed 
to be. Certainly, the lions, tigers and 
leopards in the Dublin Zoo seem perceiul 
enough. ‘They make a great noise at 
feeding time, or, as sometimes happens, 
when ill-disposed people annoy them. It 
hes frequently been stated by hunters tut 
most wild animals will net attack nien 
unless provoked, the wild elephant and 
the buffalo being exceptions. Lions have 
been observed to the number of six or 
seven at a time on the roadside near 
Nairobi, taking a casual interest in the 
traffic passing by, and showing no sign 
of resentment until goaded into activity 
by small boys throwing stones at them. 

Our ideas of the treatment of wild 
animals are slowly undergoing a change; 
and in the future it will probably not be 
found necessary to confine them in cages 
as small as those in which they are now 
imprisoned, They will be kept 
in enclosed reservations, which. "ill 
approximate more to their natural state. 
It is, indeed, remarkable that it should be 
possible to confine age animals like 
lions in such slender but a con- 
versation overheard between two working 
men in the Dublin Zoo suggests what may 
be the reason. One of the men remarked: 
‘You'd never think them cages would 
hould them.” ‘‘ Ah,” said the other, “the 
poor brutes, if they only knew they were 
wild, they wouldn't be there long.’’

The Peacock Cheatre. 


Now that the Dublin Gate Theatre 
Studio has migrated to another home, it 
will be interesting to see the use that is 
made of the little Peacock Theatre. which 
was made so familiar last winter by thie 
Gate Studio Company. So far, the only 
announcement of its future use is that 
the Gaclic Drama Lengue will stage its 
plays there for a week instead of at the 
Abbey Theatre for two evenings. The 
little theatre is excellently adapted for the 
production of verse plays, and possibly 


something could be done to stage such 
plays there during the coming theatre

Would it not be possible for the 


directors of the Abbey Theatre to make 
erenter use of the Peacock Theatre than 
they have done hitherto? There is 
available a school of acting at the Abbey 
Theatre, and a school of ballet, both of 
which could probably use the little thentre 
to good purpose. There are also many 
good plays in the list staged by the Abbey 
Theatre which have not been revived over 
long periods ; and there is now in existence 
in Dublin an audience which never had

Lind’s brilliant singing of the 
Marchioness’s brarura, when, with an 


aspect of the most hopeless despondency, 
sho appeared again on the stage to sing 
the history of her sad fate. She stood, 
the image of despair, and the orchestra 
had begun the prelude to the solo, 
*“ Dectso e dungue,”? when an excited imp 
in the top galery, still imbued with the 
spirit of the last comie scene, roared ont 
in a voice of delight, “ Bravo, Jenny.” 
The lauchter that followed was smothered 
as soon as possible, and all was hushed in 
expectation of the song; but the fait 
vocalist could not sing; she could not even 
face the audience; she was convulsed with 
lauchter. She tried again and again to 
look serious, but as often had to put her 
handkerchief to her face and turn away, 
amidst the now unrestrained merriment of 
all, to lauch again; and it was not till 
after the lanse of some minutes that she 
recovered sufficient composure to begin the 
solo. 


‘* Political Pottery.” 


The sport of politics, which owes its 
origin to the Revolution of 1689, was 
responsible for the ‘* political pottery “ 
which is Leginring to interest connoisseurs 
to-day. So far, no comprehensive 
collection has been made, but there are 
many isolated spectmens in museums, and 
they throw an imvvesting light on the 
hestory of the times that produced them. 
the days before newspapers, when, 
indeed, only a limited number could read, 
mugs and plates bearing the politica! 
slogans of the day would serve to foster 
opinions and prejudices, and there is no 
doubt that pottery of this type exercised 
a good deal of influence with the wn- 
lettered. It may be observed that political 
pottery cnly represents the views of the 
popular party ; for potters were too shrewd 
to waste time and money over lost canses. 
So at crises of history, such as ettempts 
of the Stuarts on their lost throne, it 
conld be seen which side'was winning by 
the dashing portraits of William and 
Mary, Queen Anne, and, later, of 
George I. 


Bellarmine Jugs. 


Political pottery began, possibly, with 
the Bellarmine jugs, wiieh were in 
genera! use in inns in the _ sixteenth 
century. They were shaped like a very 
rotund gentleman, somewhat after the 
manner of Toby jugs, were said to be a 
caricature of Cardinal Bellarmine, and 
were mentioned by .Ben Jonson. Two 
fairly common types are the mugs with the 
slogan, ‘‘No Excise!’’ recalling the 
explosion of 1733, when an attempt was 
made to touch people in their most 
sensitive spot, by placing a duty on beer 
and cider, and, a generation later, those 


bearing the battle-cry, “ Wilkes and 
Liberty.’’ The Freneh wars gave rise to 
numbers of domestic utensils bearing 


portraits of the heroes and chief enemies 
of that epoch; but, perhaps, the greatest 
output occurred during the passage of the 
great Reform Bill of 1832. Among 
stoneware statesmen may still be dis- 
covered specimens of O'Connell, but these 
are rare. With the spread of chea 
lithographs, the custom of drinking health 
to the popular figures of the day and con- 
fusion to one’s enemies from vessels, 
decorated with their features died out.

usual concern is being exhibited 
for the condition of ex-Service men, 
In this connection startling statements were 
made at a meeting of the Belfast Naval 
Branch of the British Legion during the 
week-end. Mr. James MelIlwrath, who 
presided, said that there were 4 great 
many ex-Service men who were virtually 
“ down and out,” while there were others 
suffering from distress, destitution and 
starvation. He accused successive Govern- 
ments of having failed to redeem their 
promises, and placed upon them the 
responsibility for the existing state of 
affairs. 

Sir Edward Archdale, Northern Minister 
of Agriculture, who was the principal 
speaker, expressed his sympathy with the 
movement, but said that he could not 
altogether agree with the charge made 
against the Governments, as he thought 
they had done their best to redeem their 
promises, their failure to do so having 
been due to various causes; No one can 
doubt Sir Edward’s deep interest in the 
men of the senior Service. He was a 
sailor himsélf, but retired from the Navy 
so long ago as 1880 with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Commander. One of his sons 
is an Admiral of the Fleet, while another, 
like his father, bears the rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Commander. 


THE LAMP OF HOPE. 


During the course of the meeting many 
instances were given of privation, and it 
is hoped that this year’s Poppy Day 
collection will be such as to enable sub- 
stantial relief to be given to those in need. 
In this great effort it is the people who 


count and not those who make their 
annual orations. If all contribute accord- 
ing to their means, many a darkened 


home will be brightened during the com- 
ing winter, while the lamp of hope will 
be re-lichted and waning courage restored. 
Sad stories were told of privation among 
ex-Service men in Southern Ireland, and 
one can only hope that the picture pre- 
sented it not so gloomy as it looks 

Captain T. Mayes, who is Chairman of 
the Belfast Centre of the British Leion, 
stated that he had just returned from 
Dublin, where reports had been received 
of people actually living on turnips taken 
from the fields. He declared’ that these 
statements were not exaggerated, and 
appealed for liberal subscriptions to the 
fund, so that help might be given to their 
comrades in the Free State. 

No borders affect the operations of the 
Lezion; its members are bound by the 
common ties of years of struggle and 
sacrifice. Politics do not concern them ; 
for they have found that politicians are 
but broken reeds on which to lean. The 
Northern ex-Service men are proud of the 
magnificent demonstrations which have 
taken place in Dublin on Poppy Day, and 
in the spirit of emulation the people of 
the Six Counties will this year do their 
best in a material way to show that they, 
too, do not forget. 


INTER-STATE COURTESIES. 


The decision of the Management Com- 
mittee of the Irish Bowling Association 
to hold the international matches in 
Dublin next year is a happy sign of the 
times. There are thirty Belfast clubs in 
the Association, whereas in the Dublin 
districts there are but seven, only two of 
which are said to be affiliated. Tt will 
thus be seen that in fixing the venue in 
the South the Northern members have 
acted with generosity, and, perhaps, also 
with vision. The game has long been in 
vogue in Belfast, but it is still in its 
infancy in Dublin; and Mr. John Row- 
land, of the Irish Free State League, said 
that they were now engaged in what 
might be described as a missionary enter- 
prise. He appealed for encouragement in 
supporting their efforts to spread the 
game throughout Southern Ireland, and 
pointed out that they had as good greens 
for the matches as could be found any- 
where, while the visitors would be enter- 
tained in the most hospitable fashion. 

In recent years the game has developed 
greatly in the North. It used to he con 
sidered a pastime for greybeards, bat ils 
devotees now include inen of all ages and 
conditions, while women's clubs are be- 
coming fashionable, and already ireluce a 


number of expert players. ‘The inter- 
change of games, both club and inter- 
national and inter-State, must have a 


gratifying effect on the relations between 
different sections of the community, and 
it is noteworthy that Northmen, on re- 
turning from dear Dublin—dirty no 
longer—speak in high praise of their 
sojourn there. Bowling is the oldest out- 
door amusement, next to archery, in the 
British Isles.

dryly remarked that ‘‘ the best sort of flowers 
and fruit are much rarer in Ireland than in 
England, which, notwithstanding, is more 
to be attributed to the inhabitants than to 
the ayre.” Horticulture in Ireland has 
advanced since those days, the '“avre ” is 
still congenial, but. while the relative posi- 
tions of the two countries may not now be 
so far apart horticulturally, it must be 
admitted that the cult of gardening still 
remains more wide-spread in England than 
in our own country. This is to be deplored, 
but there are bright spots. The horticul- 
tural industry in Ireland is now responsible 
for the production of stock which finds a 
market all over the world 

Irish Roses are in the front rank. Trish 
Fruit Trees and Shrubs are.making a name 
for themselves far and wide, and in the 
Free State an extensive export trade has 
been built up in face of the keen competition 
of countries possessing a more lengthy tradi- 
tion in gardening. This may be news to many 
Irish people, and I long since told the pro- 
prietors of the responsible concern that they 
do not blow the. trumpet sufficiently loud. 
1 refer to Messrs. Watson's Nurseries, 
Killiney. I will not expatiate on the acreage 
of this nursery, nor quote the figures given at 


inv request as to the contents of this field or 


that, but I will say to all 
gardening thst it is worth 

go and see what is being done by this firm. 
Rarge numbers do pay a visit to the field of 
roses when in flower, led thereto perhaps by 
the display of rose blooms in the windows of 
Messrs. Watson’s Nassau Street flower shop 
and to see the newest varieties.

A BEAUTY SPOT. 
The grounds are beautifully situated (with 
about half a mile of frontage on Church 


road, Killiney), and from one of the fields 


of young fruit trees there is a view rarely 
equalled even in this beautiful country. As 
one walks by the long straight rows of 
healthy young trees standing like ranks of 
soldiers about to march past (their precision 
almost compels one to come to ‘the salute ”’), 
the eyes cross the Vale of Shanganagh to the 
Dublin and Wicklow mountains which are 


seen in an uninterrupted sweep from Bray. 


Herd to Rathfarnham. One naturally wonders 
how such large numbers of trees can be 
disposed of, but I learn that, as well as the 
wholesale quantities exported and those 
required by private gardens, the development 
of fruit planting by farmers in the Free State 
accounts for the sale of no mean number. 

A forest of bamboo canes is observed in 
the summer sionths in another field occupied 
by fan-trained and horizontal-trained fruit 
trees. To these canes every shoot is tied— 
and tied at many points—in order to mould 
ihe trees to the correct shape. What patience 
must be possessed by those who do this 
work! But I am told it is these trees—which 
require most skill to produce—that bring the 
highest praise from purchasers across the 
Channel. 

A plot of Loganberries catches the eye, all 
neatly tied up to stakes. There seem to be 
enough here to plant every garden in Ireland, 
but I learn that the stock, as in all parts 
of the nurseries, could only be absorbed by 
wholesale trade, and the greater proportion 
to England and Scotland, This also 
explains the large plots of shrubs and 
climbers, all the climbers in pots neatly 
arranged in measured beds, staked and tied 
ready for packing to travel to their ultimate 
destination. 


NEW IRISH SHRUBS. 

Glasshouses are few, for the chief cultures 
of Killiney Nifrseries are Fruit Trees, Shrubs 
and Roses. Adjoining the glasshouses there 
is a roomy and well-ordered frame yard 
where shrubs are propagated, and here I was 
interested to see great numbers of young 
plants of the new Brooms raised by Messrs. 
Watson. for which the highest awards 
have been gained in London and on the Con- 
tinent. Plants of these novelties have been 
sent. all over the world. 

i cannot more than refer in passing to 
the array of shrubs, all in conveniently- 
arranged NA the various groups planted 
in alphabetical order to sae time 
in finding the kinds required to be lifted 
for orders (this system also applies through- 
out the rose and fruit tree fields). Killiney 
shrubs have a flourishing look, due to regular 
transplanting and proper cultivation, and I 
saw no old stock which should have been 
sold before it became too big for safe re- 
moval, An interesting section of the shrub 
nursery is that portion in which some 900 
varieties of the choicer shrubs are planted 
toon gamers C each provided with a metal

abel specifying the habitat as well as the 


correct name. I think this system is a 
novelty in nurseries, and it is certainly of 
valine to planters to see mature specimens. 

The nurseries are well arranged and kept 
in good order by a large staff, and the place 
has the progressive appearance found where 
a good trade is done. One indication of this 
is the large new packing shed built during 
the present year. 


CORRECT NOMENCLATURE. 

Some pride is evidently taken in the nur- 
sery catalogues, of which three are pub- 
lished annually—all printed in Dublin by 
Messrs. Humphrey and Armour. These re- 
late respectively to Fruit Trees, Shrubs and 
Roses. This season’s new shrub catalogue 
provides a coloured illustration of Messrs. 
Watson’s new Broom, "Lady Moore,” for 
which they obtained the Award of Merit at 
Chelsea. Nomenclature in the catalogue is 
free from blemishes. This and the carefully- 
prepared descriptions—with a remarkable 
absence of superlatives—have brought forth 
an amount of voluntary and well-merited 
raise from experts. I observe in the cata- 
ogue extracts copied from letters received 
this year from two Australian purchasers, 
who are evidently delighted with the collec- 
tion of trees and shrubs imported from Kil- 
liney. 
The establishment might be described in 
one word: it is a '“factorv,” in which, be- 
ginning with the ' raw materials,” Fruit 
Trees, Shrubs and Roses of the highest 
quality are “ made ” by Irish labour.

WORKS TRANSFERRED 
TO SUPPLY BOARD. 
——_ 


In accordance with provisions of Section 
17 of the Electricity Supply Act, 1927, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce in 
the Irish Free State handed over yester- 
day to the Electricity Supply Board the 
electrical and mechanical equip:aent of the 
Power Station at Ardnacrusha. 

There has also been handed over to 
the Board the 38 KV transmission system 
and the 10 KV lines on the Limerick- 
Waterford-Cork-Tralee-bimerick loop. 

In effect, the above handing over means 
that the works at Ardnacrusha are so far 
advanced that the station can row go into 
operation, and current can be transmitted 
over the Shannon network in the area 
south of Dublin to Limerick. Some months 
will elapse before the civil engineering 
work is completed and the entire works 
can be handed over. 

THE DUBLIN STATIONS. 

The Leinster towns, which are at present 
being fed from the Pigeon House Station, 
Dublin, will be. switched over to the 
Ardnacrusha Station, and the work of 
connecting the distribution systems in the 
other southern towns to the Shannon 
system will proceed step by step. 

_It is expected that before the end of 
November all the towns in which new net- 
works have been constructed in this 
southern area will be supplied from the 
Shannon s~stei. 

Dublin, Rathmines and Pembroke will 
be connected to the Shannon system 
through the new transiormer station at 
Fleet street, Dublin, which it is hoped to 
put into operation within a month.

DETECTION OF WASTE OF 
LIQUIDS AND GASES. 
‘Waste Detection by Measurement of 
Liquids and Gases’’ was the title of a 
lecture delivered by Mr. J. L. Hodgson, 
B.Sc., A.M.C.E., under the auspices of the 
Engineering and Scientific Association of 
frdand, at University College, Dublin, last 

night. 

Mr. Hodgson said that in industria) pur- 
poses there was a great deal of waste of 
valuable fluids, such as steam, air and water, 
because previously people had not been able 
to measure them. Now that they can be 
measured, very great economies can be 
effected. 

In a big steel works in Scotland a saving 
of 1,000 tons of coal per month had been 
saved by metering. This had been effected 
by Messrs. George Kent, Ltd. (who were 
represented by Mr. Hodgson), who provided 
the meters. 

In the Rand, Johannesburg, South Africa, 
where gold mining is carried on, the intro- 
duction of meters for seeing that the 
machinery underground was kept in an 
efficient condition had saved £120,000 a year. 

Mr. Hodgson said that very often in the 

ease of a town that was short of water, 
instead of putting down a new reservoir, if 
the meter system was introduced and the 
pipes tested street by street. they would find 
out where the waste occurred, and by remedy- 
ing the defects they might save one-third of 
the water supply. 
They could also save the cost of production 
of gas by seeing that the purifiers were clean. 
The same applied to soap works and other 
industries, 

METHOD OF MEASUREMENT. 

The main method, Mr. Hodgson explained, 
was to put an orifice or nozzle in a pipe, and 
notice the difference of pressure across the 
measure, and that told how much fluid was 
going through. This was shown on the 
indicator or méter, and the engineer could 
tell the exact flow that was going through. 

With the aid of a number of lantern slides, 
the lecturer explained the working of the 
indicators or meters. 

A hearty vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
Hodgson for his interesting address.

CiVil. SERVANTS’ PROTEST. 

At a meeting of representatives of the 
Income Tax Department, Customs and Excise, 
Post Office and Industry and Commerce in 
Dundalk and district the present system of 
arriving at salaries and wages in the Civil 
Service was criticised, the opinion being that 
instead of applying the index figure to only 
£91 5s. of the basic salary it should be 
ajplied to the full basic salary without any 
limits. Reference was made to the fact that 
the British Chancellor of the Exchequer did 
not put into operation the September “cut ” 
in salaries and wages in the British Civil 
Service, arising out of the alleged reduction 
in the cost of living. The followmg reselu- 
tion was passed unanimously: ‘That this 
mecting protests against the present system 
of applying the cost-of-living index figures to 
a portion only of the basic salaries and wages. 
and demands that the index figure be applied 
to the full salavies and wages in all cases. 
Pending this. we demand that the ‘cut’ 
made in salaries and wages in September last 
be restored ’’ At a representative meeting 
held in Tipperary a resolution was passed 
protesting agamst the recent reduction in 
salaries and wages, and calling for the 
restoration of the salaries and wages prior 
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to September 1 last. The meeting also 
demanded that the cost-of-living index figure 
should be so applied as to provide for full 
compensation for increased cost of living on 
ali salaries. 

RESCUE FROM DROWNING. 

At KILMAINHAM District Court yester. 
day, District Justice Reddin presented Mr. 
Daniel g“Downing, b.A., 7 Mayfield road, Kil- 
mainham, on behalf of the Royal Humane 
Society, with a certificate on vellum for hav- 
ing rescued John Hussey (9), from drowning 
in the Grand Canal, near Rialto Bridge, on 
June 13, 1928. Captain McCombie, Hon. 
representative of the Royal Humane Society, 
thanked the Justice for having made the 
presentation, and also thanked Mr. Downing 
on behalf of the Society. He said that on 
the occasion of this gallant rescue, there 
were a number of people present, but none 
except Mr. Downing was competent to render 
aid. He urged that swimming should he 
taught in all the schools, and emphasised its 
great importance. Mr. Downing returned 
thanks to the Justice and Captain McCombie 
in Gaelic, and Justice Reddin acknowledged 
his remarks in the same language. 


MOTOR CARS COLLIDE. 

At KILMAINHAM District. Court 
day. James Dowdall was charged 
having driven a motor car in a reckless and 
nesligent manner at Newlands on the Naas 
road, on September 17 last. Miss Gleeson 
deposed that she was motoring from Clon- 
daikin to Tallaght, and as she turned out on 
the Naas road defendant came along and 
dasned into her. In reply to Mr. John 
Slue!, solicitor, witness said that she slowed 
down when she came out on the main road 
and sounded her horn.

PROTESTANT ORPHAN SOCIETY. 

The 70th annual report of the FERMANAGH 
Protestant Society, which was read at the 
annual meeting in the Protestant Hall, Ennis 
killen, yesterday, showed that the financial 
condition of the society was most: satisfac 
tory. The soc'ety finished the year with a 
balance in hand of £431 14s. 2d. There was 
4,490 dollars left by the. will of Mrs. Finlay, 
Pittsburg, and the first dividend, amounting 
to £46 1s. 5d., had been received. There was 
£45 left by the late Mr. James Whiteside 
Dane, £50 from the executors of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Anne Magee, Banbridge, Co. Down, 
and £72 7s. 7d. from the executors of Mrs. 
Anne Maguire, late of Silverhill, Enniskillen. 
The Bishop of Clogher, proposing the adop- 
tion of the report, said that it was the most 
encouraging and most satisfactory report ever 
presented in connection with the society, and 
their congratulations were due to the Secre- 
tary (Canon Hall) for the careful manner in 
which he managed the affairs of the society. 
Their total income from investments now 
represented one-third their total expenditure. 
The Chairman (the Earl of Belmore, D.L.) 
concurred. 


REDUCTION OF LICENCES 

Last vear, as the result of Reference 
Orders made bv the District Justice, ten 
licences in County CLARE were abolished 
by the Circuit Judge, and compensation, 
with costs, has been paid to the amount of 
£1,845. This vear the Civie Guard authari- 
ties did not apply in a single case for a 
Reference Order; but, at the Licensing Ses- 
sions just concluded, applications were made 
to the District Justice to refuse renewal in 
cases in which no substantial business was 
done by publicans. None of those applica- 
tions was granted by the Justice, but four 
licences were automatically extinguished 
owing to the failure of the licencees to 
submit the usual certificate that during the 
preceding iwelve months licensed business 
had Been condteted in an orderly manner. 
A .similar state of affairs arose in Kilrush 
licensing area, where two licences were auto- 
matically extinguished. 
have been extinguished this year in the 
county without any compensation. In two 
cases, in which somewhat complex questions 
are involved, application will probably be 
made to the Circuit Judge for new licences. 


MOTORING OFFENCES. 

Charged at ABBEYLEIX District Court 
with recklessly and negligently driving a 
motor car, Thomas Kirwan, 14 The Terrace, 
Tramore, was convicted of negligence and 
fined £1. Matthew Whelan, motor driver, 
Monasterevan, stated in evidence that on 
Sunday, September 8th, he was driving pas- 
sengers in a motor car from Monasterevan 
to Abbeyleix, and at Colt, on the Mary- 
borough-Abbeyleix road, he met the Cahir- 
Dublin “bus. The ‘bus was pulling up on 
its own side of the road to take up a. pas- 
senger. Witness, travelling on his own side 
of the road at about 20 miles per hour, 
slowed down when he met the “bus, and 
was about to pass the "bus when the other 
car ran straight into him. Having heard 
further evidence, Justice Meagher said that 
if the defendant had waited behind the ‘bus 
the accident would not have occurred. It 
was an error of judgment. A man, whose 
name and address were given as T. Garvey, 
of Sandymount road, Dublin, was charged 
with the reckless and negligent driving of a 
motor car. The evidence for the prosecution 
was that as Mrs. Nora O’Leary was driving 
from Raheen into Abbeyleix in her donkey 
cart, two motor cars came along from Abbey- 
leix tewards Maryborough, and the second 
car tried to cut in between the first car and. 
the donkey cart. ‘The shafts of the donkey 
cart were broken, and the woman was thrown 
out on the road and badly shocked. The

FERMOY HOUSING SURVEY. 

At the meeting of the FERMOY Urban 
Council Mr. Matthew Young, Chairman, pre- 
siding, the Clerk read the housing survey 
which had been completed on October 11. It 
showed that the population in 1911 was 6,863, 
and im 1926 4,505. with 900 dwellings in the 
district. Sixty houses were built during the 
five years prior to 1914, and since 1922 ten 
others were built by the Council, and seven- 
teen by other agencies. A hundred houses 
would require to be erected to relieve all 
forms of insanitation. ‘There were seventy- 
five houses in the unhealthy areas and 298 
persous living in them. There were 161 
houses unfit for habitation, and in these 
there were 650 people, and there were twentv- 
five which may be made habitable. Mr. 4. 
Power said that the survey showed the great 
need for houses in the town for the working- 
classes, and imstead of wasting money on 
paying officials throughout the country it 
would be much better spent on the erection 
of houses. He knew one instance where seven 
chiidren had been buried out of a house 
within eighteen months. There were thirteen 
children in the family, and seven had died. 
KILKENNY HONOURS PRIEST. 

Last night the KILKENNY Corporation 
conferred the freedom of the city on the Rev. 
James Lawless, P.P., of St. Mary's, Bolton, 
Lanes., who is a native of a district adjacent 
to Kilkenny City. This year he celebrated 
the silver jubilee of his Ordination. Father 
Lawless spent his student days in St. Kieran’s 
Collece, Kilkenny, and following his Ordi- 
nation, early in 1905, he went to Manchester, 
where he spent nine years, after which he 
went to Hollinwood, Oldham. After three 
years there he was sent to found a new 
parish at Chaddeston, where he remained 
eight years, being transferred to his present 
parish in Bolton in 1924. Alderman De 
Loughrey, T.D., who proposed the formal 
resolution, said that by conferring the freedom 
of the city on Father Lawless the Corporation 
was joining In the tribute that his parishioners 
in Bolton had paid Father Lawless as a great 
Churchman and benefactor of the poor, as 
well as a successful social worker. The 
Mayor (Councillor John G. Duggan) also paid 
a high tribute to Father Lawless. Father 
Lawless, in acknowledging the honour, said 
that the gracious act of the Corporation was 
significant of the deep reverence and devotic 
which the ruling body of Kilkenny entertained 
towards their great ecclesiastical seminary, 
St. Kieran’s.

DANGER OF RUNNING 
ENGINE. 

Frederick Pearson, aged 38, cotton mill 
overlooker, of Smith terrace, Clayton-le- 
Woods, near Chorley, Lancs., was found dead 
behind his motot car, which had the engine 
running, in a locked wooden garage on 
Sunday morning. 

At the inquest yesterday the Coroner 
recording a verdict of accidental death, said 
that death was due to carbon monoxide 
poisoning, caused by the dangerous practice 
of tunning a motor engine in aim enclosed 
space. It was a very insidious poisoning, 
he said. One did not realise that one was 
being poisoned; the effect was gradual, the 
victim cvoliapsing suddenly.

Samuel Parker (37), a Labour member of 
the Birkenhead Town Council, and formér 
secretary of the Birkenhead branch of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, was sen- 
tenced to twelve months’ imprisonment at 
Chester Assizes yesterday, when he pleaded 
guilty to two charges of nittering forged 
documents and stealing sums of money 
amounting, it is alleged, to £500. 

Mr. Goodman Roberts, prosecuting, said 
that Parker, as secretary of the Birkenhead 
branch of the N.U.R., received contributions 
from members, which he entered in the 
course of his duties in two books. When 
the books were compared it was found. that 
in transeribing the amounts from one book 
to the summary of receipts books Parker had 
entered quite different sums. 

It was also alleged that Parker sent benefit 
claims to the head office for tiree men who 
were not entitled to payment, as they had 
ceased to be members of the branch, and to 
whom the money was not paid. The forms 
purported to be signed by Councillor T. H. 
Ward, Chairman of the branch, who, in fact, 
had not done so. Parker had repaid the 
sum of £72, and in correspondence had 
offered to repay the remainder at £5 per 
‘month.

Spain and the Directory. 
At the close of the Great War, when 
historic thrones were falling like ninepins 


Wilson were lending an air of verisimili- 


optimism, war-weary continents looked 
forward to a world ‘‘ made safe for 
democracy.’’ The voice of uninstructed 
masses was uplifted on this note 
with all the fervour that long ago caused 
a mob to shout: “ Great is Diana of the 
Ephesians.’’ The result we know: it is 
with us yet. Vested interésts everywhere 
have accommodated themselves to the new 
parrot cries—or, rather, have moulded 
j them ‘nearer to the heart’s desire "— 
with the result that the last state of the 
proletariat is worse than the first. On 
the other side perfervid iconoclasts have 
made the troubles of their fellow-men an 
opportunity for the furtherance of equally 
subversive doctrines. Owing to the re- 
sultant chaos the masses are realising 
slowly that an ideal is not a policy. Here 
and there a man—and it is not out of 
place to remember that in the villages of 
France Napoleon Bonaparte always was 
known as l’homme—has come forward to 
teach his countrymen anew, those principles 
of government which they have forgotten 
in a welter of visionary theories. Such a 
man is the Marques de Estella. Indeed, 
his work for Spain has proved the truth of 
King Alfonso’s words that the Directory 
interfered with the liberty of the politician 
only to ensure the freedom of the citizen. 
Fn one respect, at least, the Marques de 
Estella is the most remarkable of modern 
dictators. We do not belittle the grdat 
services to their countrymen of the 
Duce, Ghazi Mustapha Pasha or Riza 
Khan Pehlevi; yet not one of them 
appears to have realised that he is not 
immortal. When the Directory took office 
the Marques de Estella announced that 
his programme of reform would occupy 
seven years; and next month the discus- 
sions on the new draft constitution, un- 
trammelled by any censorship, will open. 
During its tenure of power the Directory 
has suppressed such cankers as were 
rotting the national life, and has enforeed 
the substance of democracy on a people 
that previously had recognised only its 
simulacra. Recently the Marquis de 
Estella made a tour through Andalusia 
without pomp and almost unguarded, and 
from the peasants, the backbone of the 
nation, his reception was spontaneously 
enthusiastic. Barcelona, once the home of 
faction and sedition, appears to have 
learned the value of stable government ; 
and, if we except one or two military 
émeutes, only in Catalonia, where the blood 
is not purely Spanish, has there been any 
serious dissatisfaction. Even here the 
trouble has been due largely to the fact 
that the Directory, aware of a national 
vice, forbade gambling, with the result 
that such towns as San Sebastian su‘ered 
from the competition of their less re- 
stricted French neighbours. To the 
student of history the forthcoming discus- 
sions on the new constitution ought to be 
of the first interest, since Spain probably 
will provide an example of a world 
tendency in politics.

In a leading article The, Times to-day 
observes :—The Government are reported 
to be engaged upon a survey of the whole 
field of social insurance. Thus, baldly 
stated, the proposal appears unobjection- 
able. In so far as they have been financed 
by a fund‘ to which the beneficiaries have 
made some, although not an actuarially 
adequate, contribution, the major exten- 
sions of social services which have been 
effected since the war have been founded 
upon the principle of insurance. The 
result is that the insurance system covers 
some 17,000,000 people—the bulk of the 
working-class population of the country— 
in respect of unemployment, health, and 
widows’, orphans’ and old age pensions. 

It has been the object of careful study 
for many years whether these separate 
forms of insurance cannot be better 
organised, and some approach to greater 
coherence was attempted in the Act of 
1925, which co-ordinated certain kinds of 
pensions with National Health Insurance. 
If any new survey is to examine whether 
further progress can be made towards the 
ideal of ‘‘all-in insurance,” whether the 
‘relations. between contributions and benefits 
can be improved, and whether the finance 
of the system, while preserving its con- 
tributory character, can be made less 
onerous, then such a survey cannot be too 
warmly welcomed. But there are disquiet- 
ing indications that it may serve only the 
purpose of gathering ammunition for an 
attack on the principle of insurance itself. 


MINISTER OF HEALTH’S 
STATEMENT. 

Speaking at Nelson last Saturday, the

AFGHAN SITUATION, 
EEA AR EC 
KING NADIR'S DIFFT- 
CULTIES. 


In a despatch from Peshawar yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent says :—Although 
it is early yet correctly to appreciate the 
situation in Afghanistan consequent on the 
accession to the Throne of King Nadir, 
there appears to be no doubt that the new 
King has the good-will of a large majority 
af the population. His Majesty has the 
support, generally, of all the tribes of the 
eastern and southern provinces. Among 
these only the Suléiman Khel Chilzais are 
at present an uncertain quantity, but they 
will probably acquiesce if not interfered 
with. During the “winter the majority ol 
this tribe is in India. 
Most of the Ahmadzai Ghilzais have been 
actively supporting the new King, and 
Ghanzi, which is now held by Ghilzais, has 
sent assurance of #s allegiance to him. 
The sympathies of the African. Mohmands 
are probably still with King Amanullah, 
but there is no reason to suppose that they 
will oppose King Nadir, as the Mohmands 
are really only concerned to obtain sub- 
sidies from ‘‘ whatsoever King may reign. 
The northern province has been little affected 
by the various changes of Government, and 
is expected to welcome a stable Administra- 


tion. The Shiah Hazaras, although sym 
pathetic to King Amanullah, have de- 
clared their willingness to accept the 


ruler approved by the rest of Afghanistan, 
and are not expected to oppose King Nadir. 
Kabul City and the surrounding area wel- 
come the release from the oppression of the 
fallen Ameer Habibullah. There are no in 
dications of any change of feeling in 
Afghanistan about King Amanullah, and no 
popular demand for his return to the throne 
is likely to arise there. 

One factor in King Nadir’s favour is that 
the urban and commercial community is 
thoroughly tired of anarehy, and will 
welcome a ruler who can hold out some hope 
of being able to restore peace and normal 
trading conditions, but the new King its faced 
with several immediate difficulties.

Mr. Rantsay Macdonald received an 
enthusiastic welcome at the Canadian 
Club luncheon here to-day. In his 
address he urged the need for co-opera- 
tion, energy and enterprise in order to 


get back to the “ pioneer mind,” think- 
ing little of the past and much of the 
future. The call to all the nations of 
the Empire, he said, was to gird up their 
loins and face the future with determina- 
tion. 

He proeeeded to examine the reasons 
for unemployment, which caused the visit 
of Mr. J. H, Thomas, and he pointed out 
that, great as those difficulties were, they 
were no indication of old ave on the part 
of the old country. What had happened 
was that the revolution in production and 
in the organisation of selling and market- 
ing which had taken place in. other 
countries had also touched Great Britain. 
and consequently industries were 
over-populated and others derelict. Some 
machinery would have to be scrapped in 
order to enable the producer to contend 
with the future and flourish. These diffi- 
culties were ten-fold ereater for the old 
than for the new country, the 
former did not enjoy the vast untouehed 
resources of the latter, could it 
absorb skill, capital and labour 
to the same extent. Great Britain's diffi- 
culties were the difficulties of the youth, 
of reorganisation, and not of decay. 

Mr. Macdonald went on to say that he 
loved the old, he loved tradition, he loved 
ghosts, and he loved memories; but only 
because he was a modern. and knew that 
the greatness of the future would never 
spring from new rawness, but from the 
mingling of reverence with enterprise and 
of tradition with energy. Business must 
be backed by modern diplomacy. His 
mission was to try to broaden the basis 
of peace.

CHANGES IN PROCEDURE.

It is expected that an interesting change 
will be introduced in the celebration of 
the marriage of the Crown Prince to 
Princess Marie Jose of Belgium, 

Since 1870, owing to the conflict between 
Church and State, only civil marriages 
‘have been legal in Italy, and members of 
the Royal Family, instead of going to the 
municipality, have been married at the 
Royal Palace by the President of the 
Senate, acting as Registrar, and the 
Minister of the Interior, acting as Notary 
of the Crown. Now that there has been a 
conciliation between Church and State, 
and religious marriages have been declared 
legal by law, it is expected that the Crown 
Prince will be married by a member of 
the Catholic clergy, whether a Cardinal or 
simple parish priest, who will notify the 
wedding to the Minister of the Interior 
for registration. 

King Albert is well known in Italy, 
where he is a frequent visitor. He holds 
the collar of the supreme Order of the 
Annunziata, which makes him rank as a 
cousin of King Victor. . Moreover, as an 
art lover, he is an honorary member of 
the Roval Academy of St. Luke, the oldest 
institution of its kind here. 

It is reported that Prince Umberto is 
Jeaving Turin for Brussels tc-morrow, as 
he wishes to be with his fiancée when the 
official announcement of their engagement 
is made in Rome.

FIVE EX-GENERALS PUT TO 
DEATH. 


A PEASANT. RISING.

MOSCOW, Monday. 

It is announced that the former Generals 
Mikhailov, Vysoghansky, Dymman, Dekhanov 
and Shulga have been sentenced to death and 
executed, on charges of being concerned in a 
counter-revolutionary organisation in. the 
Soviet munitions industry. 

The other accused persons received sen- 
tences of varying terms of confinement in a 
concentration camp. 

The official Tass Agency says that the 
object of the organisation, which was dis- 
covered by the State Political Administration, 
was to weaken the country’s. capacity for 
defence by acts of sabotage and espionage, 
and to facilitate foreign intervention. The 
organisation consisted chiefly of former high 
Army officers under the Tsarist régime. 


“ EXEMPLARY PUNISHMENT.”’’ 
From ‘‘ Tae Times ” CORRESPONDENY. 
RIGA, Monday. 

It was reported from Moscow. yesterday 
that the Ogpu (Cheka) had discovered and 
rounded up members of a great Kulaki anti- 
Soviet organisation—the Kulaki are the. more 
affluent peasants—which was actively en- 
gaged in thwarting Soviet agricultural plans 
in the wide area of North Caucasus and the 
Dagestan Autonomous Republic. " 

he organisation consisted largely of 
peasants engaged in sheep-farming, “headed 
by a man named Nesterenko, with its own 
councils, in imitation of the Communist 
Party Organisation, having as its ultimate 
purpose an armed rising against the Govern- 
ment. All the leaders have been arrested, 
and it is announced that they will receive 
“exemplary punishment.” 

The following cases have been reported 
lately in the Moscow Press :—A peasant has 
been sentenced to death near Briansk for 
striking the Chairman of a village Soviet; 
two peasants have been shot near Alma Ata

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OBITUARY 


THE REV. PETER FINLAY, 8.J. 

The death of the Rev, Peter Finlay, 8.J., 
took place in a Dublin nursing Home yester- 
day morning. 

ore in the County of Cavan on February 
15th, 1851, Father Finlay was educated at Bx, 
Patrick’s College, Cavan. He was admitted 
to the Society of Jesus at thé early age of 
fifteen by the famous Father Edinond 
O'Reilly, the then Provincial, and entered 
the novitiate at Milltown Park, Co. Dublin, 
on March 2nd, 1866. One of his fellow 
novices was his gifted brother, the Rev. T. 


A. Finlay, S.J. In 1868 he went to the Co! 
lege of Saint Acheal, in the Province of 
Champagne, France, and studied rhetoric for 
a vear, and from there he went to the Semi- 
nary of Stonyhurst, in England, where he 
studied philosophy for two years, After a 
third year of philosophy at the College of 
Maria Laach, in Germany, he returned to 
lreland in 1872 to begin his teaching career. 
Kor two years be taught at the Sacred Heart 
College in Limerick, and for four years at 
Clongowes Wood College. In 1878 he began 
the study of theology, first at Poyanne, 
France, and afterwards at the College of Tor 
tosa, Spain, where he was ordaitad priest in 
1881. 

At the end of his theological course at Tor 
tosa, in 1882, he was selected for. the Grand 
Act, or public defence of all philosophy and 
theology 

In 1882 he ‘returned to Ireland, and 
lectured for two years at Milltown Park, and 
in 1885 went to England as Professor of 
Theology at the College of St. Beuno’s, and 
while there made his profession of four 
solemn vows in 1886. Subsequently’ Father 
Finlay led a band of brilliant young. pro- 
fessors, who were sent to the Collegium 
Maximum of Woodstock, which had been 
opened in the province of Maryland, New 
York. In 1889 a School of Theology was 
opened at Milltown Park, and Father Finlay 
was appointed the first Professor of 
Scholastic Theology, which chair he held for 
forty years, and did not even relinquish it 
during the years 1905 to 1910 when he was 
Rector of the College. In addition to his 
other accomplishments, he was a first-class 
Latin scholar. 

When a Chair of Catholic Theology was 
established im the National University of Ire- 
land he was appointed to it in 1912 and held 
it up to 1923. 

As a preacher and director of spiritual 
exercises Father Finlay’s reputation was of 
the greatest and his services were often 
called upon. In matters directly concerning 
the Society his aid was also often invoked, 
and at times he travelled extensively on the 
Continent; for he was able to converse 
fluently in English, French, German and 
Spanish. 

He was the author of two important theo- 
‘ogical works, ' The Church of Christ: its 
Foundation and Constitution” (1915), and 
‘Divine Faith" (1917), in addition to many 
minor publications.

R101 BACK IN SHED.

PRECAUTIONS. AGAINST 
HEAVY GALE, 

It was decided at Cardington Aerodrome 
last night to put R101 back in her shed, in 
view of the approach of a very heavy gale. 
‘The airship is in perfect condition,” on 
ofhcial at Catdington told a Press representa. 
tive, “ but as she has not finished her tests’ it 

was decided not to let her ride the gale."’ 

The landing party was in readiness cvr'y 11 
the evening, and operations began shorily 
after 7 p.m. R101 was safely housed at 
Cardington soon after 8 o clock last night, 

Within an hour and a quarter of the deti> 
sion being reached, a eolking pariy oí 400 
men, consisting of 50 unemployed from Bed- 
ford, 150 R.A.F. men from Bellow (10 miles 
away), and 200 employés of the Royal Airship 
Works, wére in readiness, Two hours later 
the giant airship was being hauled from the 
mooring tower across the aeroafome to het 
shed, nearly a mile away, the operation being 
carried out by the aid of moonlight, flood- 
lights from the mooring tower and gas flares. 

R101 was safely housed in her shed at 
6.15 p.m: it was a wonderfal sight to see 
her vast bulk moving slowly to the shouted 
orders of Major Scott across the misty, moon. 
lit’ aerodrome. 

As soon as the airship left the mast the 
handling apparatus beneath the ship was 
attached and the four hundred men moved off 


bearing the ship broadside to the North-West. 


At 7.55 she was in line with the flood-limhted

INDUSTRY FACED WITH 
STUPPAGE.,

i ‘Weol textile workers have voted heavily in 


favour of resistance to the wage reduction 


proposed by the employers, and the industry, 
after many months of negotiation, is faced 
with the prospect of a stoppage affecting 
thousands of people. The result of the 
ballot of unions affiliated to the National 
Association of Unions in the textile trade 
was announced at a meeting of the Northern 
Counties Wool Textile Industrial Council at 
Bradford yesterday. All the unions voted 
against the acceptance of the terms, the 
aggregate vote NIR a percentage of 79.6 
against acceptance, and 16.6 for acceptance, 
while 3.69 per cent. were neutral. 

An official statement said that the em- 
ployers’ side of the Council expressed regret 
that the trade unionists had chosen to ignore 
the position and the needs of the industry, 
and it added that the employers’ side must, 
therefore, regard the negotiations at an end. 
The employers have already rejected a pro- 
posal for arbitration. ; 

After the last meeting of the Industrial 
Council on October 9, Mr. Ernest J. Martin, 
the employers’ secretary, stated that, in the 
opinion of the wool textile employers, the 
yecent cotton arbitration was a complete 
fiasco. The ballot papers asked the opera- 
tives to say if they were in favour of accept- 
ing the proposed. reduction of 8.5 per cent., 
or of resisting the reduction by giving notice 
to terminate their employment. 

ORIGIN OF DIGPUTE. 

The dispute began in 1927, when the 
wages agreement covering the whole industry 
was allowed to lapse, and the employers 
were left with freedom to fix their own 
rates. Recently. there have been sectional 
reductions of 10 per cent., affecting 20,000 
operatives. “At the end of last year the 
employers proposed reductions of 18 per 
cent. in some cases and of 15 per cent. in 
others, but when two months ago they 
abated their claim to one ot just over nine 
per cent., and the operatives’ leaders an- 
nounced their readiness to recommend ac- 
ceeptance of a feduction of seven and a 
quarter per cent, agreement seemed in 
sight. A small margin of difference re- 
mained, and, despite a further whittling 
down of the employers’ demand to 8.3 per 
cent., it has been sufficient to bring about 
the present. crisis. 

EFFECT OF COMPETITION. 

A nine per cent. reduction would have 
caused the wages of men time-workers to 
fall from £2 14s. 10d. to £2 Qs. 10d., and 
those of women time-workers to slightly 
below, £1 10s. Consideration of the em- 
ployers’ proposals was postponed during the 
unsuccessful application for the safeguarding 
of the industry, which was supported by the 
trade unions,. The employers claim that the 
industry has been seriously affected by 
competition from abroad. About 120,000 
of. the 200,000 workers in the industry are 
women. 

Asked last night if the employers’ side of 
the Industrial Council had decided what 
action. to take, Mr. Ernest J. Martin, the 
Secretary, said that he could not add any- 
thing to the official statement of the result 
of yesterday's Indusirial Council meeting. 
It is possible that the employers’ federations 
may issue general notices of reductions, or, 
alternativeiy, direct the taking of indtwidual 
action by their members.

A provisional agreement has been reached 
between the Government of the Reich and 
the President of the Swedish Match TL rust, 
M. Ivan Kreuger, according to which the 
Match Trust is to grant a loan to the Reich 
against ‘ certain conditions which affect 
Germany's match industry. 

An official statement with regard to the 
details of the agreement will not be made 
before the final conclusion of the negotiations. 
Well-informed circles, however, declare that 
the Swedish Trust have agreed to a loan of 
$120,000,000 (£25,000,000), running for fifty 
years and bearing interest at the rate of 
6 per cent. The loan will be handed over at 
the figure of 93, so that the German Govern- 
ment will actually receive about 465,000,000 
marks (£23,250, “i 

MATCH SYNDICATE. 

The German Government will have nothing 
to do with raising the loan, and will not have 
to issue Treasury bills, but it is entitled to 
begin redemption after ten years. , A match 
syndicate comprising all the match factories 
in Germany is to be formed, with a’ monopoly 
of import, export and sale. The Government 
will have control of the board of directors 
of the syndicate. A fixed dividend of 8 per 
cent, on the shares of the syndicate has been 
agreed upon, while the remaining profits will 
be divided between the Government and the 
Swedish Match Trust in a proportion which 
has not yet been definitely settled.

THE PROBLEM OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


VIEWS OF BELFAST 
UNIONIST, 


Mr. W. J. Stewart, M.P. for South 
Belfast, addressing a Umionist meeting yester- 
day evening, said that he would not at any 
time support any measure which he thought 
would lead to war. They ali ought to make 
up their minds definitely that they were not 
geing to have war again as a means of 
setthng international disputes. The Great 
War brought no good to anybody. The great 
question to-day requiring immediate attention 
was the unemployment problem. 

UNEMPLOYMENT A NATIONAL 
QUESTION. 

When the Labour Government took office, 
and unemployment was even ‘greater than 
this, because there were many men out of 
work who were not insurable, the Labour 
Government had done all they could; but he 
urged that unemployment should be regarded 
as a national question outside of party 
politics. He was afraid the new Pension Bill 
would further increase unemployment by 
placing an additional burden upon industry. 
In America there was practically no un- 
employment, and France had no unemploy- 
ment, but, on the contrary, had to bring in a 
number of Ramanian workers, in addition to 
the thousands of Italians which they had 
working in France to fill the demand for 
more workers. He urged the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to hurry forward the inquiry 
into the -relations between finance and 
industry, and to widen that inquiry to include 
the effect of reparation payments upon 
industry in this country. He also advocated 
that State credit should he used to a greater 
extent in the development of foreign trade to 
find work for their people. 

“‘A German firm,” he said, ‘‘ could raise 
money in this country for foreign trade 
because that firm had the baeking of their 
banks, which were supported by their Govern- 
ment, whereas British firms could not raise 
money upon such favourable conditions.” The 
whole world, including the British Empire, 
required reconstruction and development, 
and, as a contractor, he had no hesitation in 
saying that reconstruction work could he 
secured by British contractors for at least 
£100,000,000 within the next twelve months 
if they had the Government guarantee behind 
them. 

LEAVE BUSINESS TO BUSINESS MEN. 

" I would say to Mr. Thomas and all the 
members of the Government; ‘ Leave business 
to business men.’: It ts no use the Lord Privy 
Seal going to Canada to try and. sell coal, 
Leave it to the men in the business, but back 
them and give them support.”’

IDENTITY RIDDLE AT 
INQUEST.

SHIP’S OFFICER WHO 
DISAPPEARED, 


A remarkable identity riddle was created 
by the conflicting evidence given by an Ameri- 
can ship's captain and a woman at an inquest 
at Bootle, Cheshire, yesterday, on a man 
who was found with throat wounds in a 
refreshment house in Derby. road, Bootle, on 
Saturday. Captain Oswald E. King, of the 
steamer American Press, identified the man 
as his chief officer, Anton Linus Jansson, aged 
about forty, who had heen sailing on the 
ship since November, 1927: Jansson’s wife 
and children were living in New Orleans. 
He left the ship on Friday morning and 
failed to return. iso far as he (Captain 
King) knew, Jansson was married ab Hull in 
May, 1921. 

Irene Taylor, of Eden street, Liverpool, 
identified the man as her husband. Owen 
Herbert Taylor, whom she last saw. alive on 
January ó this year. He was then sailing in 
the American steamer Artemis. She married 
him in January, 1916. She identified him 
by marks on the body. 

Captain: King said that he could not 
identify letters produced by Mrs. ‘Taylor as 
being in Jansson’s writing, nor could he 
identify photographs she ptoduced. The 
American Press. he said, arrived in London 
on January 5 this year, when Jansson met 
his wife and made arrangemeats for her to 
go to the United tates. 

A verdict of suicide was returned, and the 
Coroner decided that the man was at present 
unknown. The police are investigating the 
identity problem.

NEW YORK, Monday,. 

Stocks opened strong, but the market ex- 
perienced one of the most drastic declines 
in recent financial history, as large and small 
holders hurriedly sold. The steady decline 
during last week, coupled with a flood of 
margin call over the week-end, loosening 4 
huge amount of weakly-held.stocks. Efforts 
were made by powerful banking interests to 
stem the liquidation, but proved unavailing. 


A score of important shares were early bid 


up 3 to 13 points, but the advances attracted 
renewed selling, and the gains were quickly 
more than lost. Reading issues, like U.S. 
Steel, rallied slightly from time to time, but 
they failed to hold the gains; while scores 
dropped anything from 5 to 35 points, large 
numbers of new low records for the year 
being recorded. Commission houses, how- 
ever, reported considerable buying on the 
scale-down by bargain hunters. The “ticker ' 
was 75 mihutes late. Prices generally re 
covered from the day’s lowest levels, and the 
market beeame steadier im the afternoon, a 
handful of issues closing 1 to 12 points above 
Saturday. Commercial Solvents, old stock, 
broke 145 points to 520, Auburn Auto 40, and 
Standard Gas, Timken Roller Bearing, Radio, 
Otis Elevator, Pacific Gas, Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph, Pere Marquette, American 
Machine Foundry and American Waterworks 
5 to 12.

The proposed change in the poor law relief 
ity of Dublin was the subject of a 
] before the Dublin Chamber of 
at. its monthly meeting yester- 
dav, by Dr. W. ©. FA Dublin City 
Commissioner. = Sir Walter ugent, Presi- 
dent of the Chamber, was in the chair, 
Explaining the subject of the address the 
Chairman said that they knew that a bill 
to be introduced into the Dail dealing 
relief of the r in Dublin. It was a 
very important bill, and for that reason they 
had their meeting earlier than usual, in 
view of the reassembly of the Dail, and in 
order that they might hear from Dr, Dwyer 
something about the provisions of the bill. 
It was the custom of the Chamber, when- 
a bill of importance affecting the com- 
mercial world of Dublin was introduced, to 
consider that bill, and, if necessary, make 
such recommendations as they thought fii 
before it passed into law. As they were 

aware, the Chamber of Commerce was a 
non-political body. Everybody could join 
without. interfering with their political 
opinions in any way, They examined 
measures solely as regards their effects on 
the commerce and welfare of the country. 
Political consideration was outside the scope 
of the Chamber. 

COMMISSIONER'S STATEMENT. 

Dr. W. C. Dwyer, in his address, said 
that the gross expenditure on poor law relief, 
indoor and outdoor, in the twenty-six 
counties in 1914 was £1,063,567, and in 1927 
£1,596,499, or about 55 per cent. compared 
with 70 per cent. increase in the cost of 
living In England and Wales in 1914, 
$15,055,863, and in 1927, £49,774,916, an in- 
crease of 325 per cent, (approximately). The 
expenditure in the Dublin Union (North and 
South) in 1914 was £166,304, in 1 
£264,499, an increase of 60 per cent. 

In respect of outdoor rehef alone in this 
country in 1914 the cost was £113,651, in 
19277 it was £415,890 In England and 
Wales expenditure has increased from 21 to 
13, millions, and in the Dublin Union from 
fifteen thousand to cighty-eight thousand. 
The increase in the Dublin Union has been 
the change of the issue of relief in kind from 
workhouse stores, about 3 loaves of bread. 2 
ounces of tea, 1 lh. of sugar per person per 
week, value about Is., to 7s. 6d. in cash. In 
England and Wales the increase is due to 
(a) more generous relief; (b) granting of 
outdoor relief to able-bodied persons not per- 
mitted in 1914. The increase in the Irish 
Free State is due to (a! somewhat more 
generous outtoor relief; (bh) granting outdoor 
relief to able-bodied fersons under county 
schemes, and the genera: tendency to grant 
outdoor relief in preference to indoor relief. 
with consequent redaction in the number of 
Institubions. 

TENDENCY TO INCREASE. 

I mention these figures, Dr. Dwver said, 
to point out the general tendency to increase 
all Poor Law expenditure. However, while 
total Poor Law expenditure here has not 
increased at the same pace as the cost of 
living in this country, the increase has been 
infinitely greater in England and Wales. 

The bill at present before the Dail pro- 
poses to give similar powers to grant out- 
door relief in Dublin as are in force in the 
other counties of the Free State and in 
neighbouring countries. ‘Jhis matter has 
engaged the very anxious attention of those 
responsible for Poor .Law administration, 
voluntary charitable organisations, and all 
persons generally interested in the welfare 
of our citizens. In every country 1 know 
this expenditure on poor relief has increased, 
due to an acceptance in a fuller degree of our 
responsibility towards the poor, and the idea 
of the old Poor Laws that, if an able-bodied 

: € . 
married man could not obtain work he must 
break up his home and seek institutional 
relief has been abandoned. 

Great as the cost would be, the continu- 
ance of this idea in Dublin would find few 
supporters, Any of us who have any experi- 
ence of relief work must admit the presence 
in our midst of large numbers of men, 
anxious and willing to work, who cannot yet 
employment. Obviously the proper solution 
is the poliey directed towards increasing 
industry and employment. But such a 
policy, if it is to progress on a solid basis, 
must of necessity be slow, and these people 
must be sustained in the meantime. so far as 
our means permit, as an urgent measure. 

COST OF EXTENSION. 

The Commissioners, Dr, Dwyer continued, 
have not restricted ‘the general scale of 
outdoor relief adopted by their predecessors, 
nor have they restricted the classes of 
persons to whom it had previously been paid. 
The; har e, in fact. granted outdoor relief to 
persons whom the Board of Guardians would 
not have considered eligible. Outdoor relief 
may be legally granted to sick and infirm 
persons and toe widows with two or more 
children. Vf the Commissioners are granted 
the necessary statutory powers and can pro. 
vide the money they will be only too glad to 
give it to other classes of persons. 

By the admission as eligible of able-bodied 
persons with dependent children (single 
persons. or married persons without children 
excluded), 5,000 additional cases would be 
put on the outdoor relief list, and the cost 
would be from £200,000 to £250,000 per 
annum. This estimate is based on the pre- 
sent of outdeor relief and assumes a 
strict administration and the granting of 
relief in kind to these classes. 

The Dublin County Council decline to 
assent. to the passing of ay bill or to co- 
operate jn any scheme which could’ make 
them Jiable for such expenditure in connection 
with what they hold is altogether a city 
problem. If this expenditure were a Union. 
at-large charge, it would be about 2s. od. to 
os. in the £ extra rate, and, if a charge on 
the city only, it would be ás. 6d. to 4s. éd. in 
the £ extra city rate. In addition, any ex- 
penditure incurred and not provided for i» 
any year must be paid for in the following 
year—that is, if this relief were granted from 
the Ist October in 1929 the extra rate next 
year would be, if a Union-at-large charge, 
about 3s. 9d. to 4s. 6d. in the, £, and if a 
city charge only, an extra 5s. ód. to ós. 9d. 
in the £ on the city rates.

INCREASED RATES. 

Mr. John Good, 'T.D., proposing a vote 
of thanks to Dr. Dwyer, expressed on behalf 
of the Chamber their appreciation of the 
work of the Commissioners and of the reduc- 
tion they had effected in the city charges, 
without in any way encroaching on the im 
provements of the city. am afraid,” he

This was one of the most serious problems 
that had come before the Chamber in recent 
years, and ke hoped it would be thoroughly 
investigated by them. Dublin had been un- 
fairly treated by other parts of the State, 
because large numbers of the unemployed 
yravitated to. Dublin. It was unfair to 
expect Dublin for this reason to bear the 
burden unaided. He hoped that this aspect 
of the question would be considered before 
they agreed to undertake the cost that its 
solution would entail. Mr. Good went on to 
suy that he thought that they were dealing 
with the problem of unemployment from the 
wrong end. In other countries the State 
kept in touch with the rising generation, and 
boys and yirls leaving school at fourteen were 
compelled to attend classes which prepared 
them for industry. 


UNEMPLOYABLES. 

They had no such arrangement in the Free 
State, aud, as there was no room for them in 
industry, it meant that by the time they 
reached eighteen, and when there was a 
bay of their being absorbed, they had 
ourgotten most of what they had previously 
learned. The Technical Education Commis- 
sion, in a report nearly two years ago, 
strongly urged the setting up of continuation 
schools and trade preparatory schools to pre- 
are these youths bod girls for industry.

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WEALTH IN RIVERS, 

TO THE BRDETOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—A very large number of fishermen 
who are interested in trout and salmon fishing 
wil surely have read with pleasure the 
account in your paper of the 19tn October of 
the Government imquiry at Navan regarding 
the state of trout-fishing in the River Boyne 
and its many tributanes. They wiil, how- 
ever, doubtless wonder why any suggested 
legislation should not be apphed to every 
river in the country. If a poultry-farmer or 
a cattle, sheep or pig breeder has & good 
stock, which has become depleted, does he 
not at once stop killing for at. least one 
season’ rom a practical point of view one 
year's preservation, or abstention from fish- 
ing, would allow all ‘‘clean’’ rivers to 
become re-stocked by Dame Nature herself, 


though rivers might require a little 
uuce fiom the various fish hateheriés. 
Do we fully realise the fact that through 
pollution, which is avoidable, poaching, 
which can be prevented, and the catching of 
immature fish, which can also be prevented, 
we, through our Government, are permitting 
the destruction of an almost limitless source 
of food, apart altogether from the.question of 
a most enjoyable sport? Such pollution and 
poaching are a direct interference with the 
rights of the people, as brown river trout 
fishing is free in probably 95 per cent. of the 
rivers of Ireland. 

When the Factory Act became law, the 
owners of machinery were compelled to pro 
vide for t workers’ protection from injury 
by the machinery, and, if the already exist 
ing law regarding pollution from bleaching 
and «dyeing works, etc., were as rigidly 
enforced as it against the unfortundte 
farmers for any flax pollution, such pollution:

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CANADIAN TARIFFS. 


————— 


REGULATIONS AGAINST 
DUMPING. | 


‘Section 6 of the Canadian Customs Tariff, 
1907, provides for the imposition of a special 
duty (dumping duty) on goods imported into 
Canada the selling price of which is less than 
theit® “ fair market value’’ as sold for home 
consumption at the time and place of direct 
shipment to the Dominion. é 

he regulations made by the Customs 
authorities in 1914 provided that special duty 
should not apply i i the difference between 
the ‘‘fair market value’’ and the “selling 
price” of the goods to the importer in Canada 
did hot exceed five per cent. of their ' fair 
market value.” It was, however, provided 
that the whole difference should ' taken 
into account for special duty purposes when 
exceeding five per cent. i 

The High Commissioner of Canada in Lon- 
don has now received cabled advice from the 
Department of National Revenue at Ortawa 
to the effect that new regulations have been 
issued cancelling the five per cent. exemption 
allowance. With certain exceptions specifie 
in Section 6 of the Tariff, dumping duty will, 
therefore, be applied in future whenever the 
‘selling price " to the importer in Canada 1s 
less than the market value in the country of 
shipment. tee 

he new regulations will not be applied in 
the ease of s purchased by ‘anadian 
firms before October 10th and imported into 
the Dominion before January 15th next.

CLOSE CONTEST FOR MIDDLE- 


WEIGHT CHAMPIONSHIP. 


The contest for the Middle-Weight Cham- 
ionship of England between Len Harvey, 
takes, formerly of Plymouth, and Jack 
Hood, Birmingham, the ma BD cham- 

ion, was staged at the Stadium Club, High 

olborn, London, last night. The National 
Sporting Club were the promoters of the 
most interesting fight of the year. Not since 
the memorable match in which Jim Driscoll, 
the feather-weight champion, beat Joe 
Bowker, holder of the bantam-weight title, 
many years ago, has there been & fight be- 
tween champions at different weights. At 
the weigh-in earlier in the day Harvey scaled 
list. 2lb., while Hood, fully clothed, was 
inside the stipulated weight of Illst. 6lb. 
Harvey, the holder of the middle-weight 
title, was favourite. i 

Harvey and Hood came into the ring at 
10.5 p.m. Harvey’s bandages were subjected 
to a close inspection by the Birmingham 
boxer’s seconds, but the Harvey camp ap- 
parently took everything for granted, for a 
second from the middle-weight champion’s 
corner strolled across and ‘glanced cursorily 
at Hood’s hands. 

Hood received a great reception, possibly 
because the man who was conceding 7lb. had 
captured the imagination of a public, whose 
sympathies are always with the smaller man. 
From the start the boxing reminded one of 
the days before the American ‘‘ crouch” was 
known. Both stood up and led with the 
left hand, and defence was of the old 
Corinthian pattern, 


HOOD’S DEFENCE. 

The referee's ‘‘break’’ was obeyed: in- 
stantly. For the first time for many a day 
two men in an English ring were boxing in 
the fashion that raised the game from the 
slough of the prize ring to the dignity of an 
art. The straight left that Harvey landed 
on the jaw of his opponent in the fourth 
round was worth going a long way to see. 

Hood's defence was a: lesson in the finer 
art of boxing. More than once he raised a 
laugh by the manner in which he slipped 
Harvey’s leads. The Birmingham man’s 
right hand, an injury to which had kept him 
out of ae for a long time, was little in 
evidence in the early rounds, but he was not 
afraid to use it at close quarters. 

Women were not present, but not even the 
traditions of the National Sporting Club 
could keep Mrs. Len Harvey from the scene 
of her busband’s biggest test. Mr. Lionel 
Bettinson permitted her to enter the hall 

rovided she did not allow herself to be seen. 

he remained at the back, peeping anxiously 

through a door while the rounds were in 
progress, vanishing into the passage leading 
to the dressing-rooms directly the gong 
sounded. 

The referee's decision met with a mixed 
reception, but Harvey was a popular winner, 
and most of those in the hall appeared to 
agree with the verdict, if applause counted 
for anything. 


THE FIGHT. 


Round one—The fight started at 10.15 p.m. 
The men went into a clinch, and though 
Harvey swung a right on the breakaway, he 
missed. Hood missed with a short-arm blow 
to the jaw. Hood jabbed away with a left 
at close quarters, but. there was too much 
clinching for either man to do much damage, 
although both fought hard at close quarters. 

Round two—Again it was a fight at short 
range until Hood landed a good right to 
Harvey’s jaw. The middle-weight champion, 
however, was not hurt, and, fighting his man 
off, pushed out his left to his opponent's face 
to some purpose. It was another grand 
round, with neither man at much advantage. 

Round three—So far Harvey had been 
breaking ground, but he now took the fight 
to his man. At the opening of the round he 
landed a left, but Hood forced him to the 
ropes, and landed a good right to the head. 
Harvey could not get past his opponent’s 
guard, and though he punched to the body at 
close quarters he did not get the better of 
another very close round. 


HCOD FORCES FIGHT. 

Round four—Hood still forced the fight, 
and though Harvey punched his ribs at close 
quarters he generally gave ground. Hood 
narrowly missed with a vicious right, with 
Harvey on the ropes, but soon after Harvey 
got home with a fine straight left, and hooked 
a nice right to the head. Hood was inclined 
to lay on his man, and was not so impressive 
as Harvey, who was the boxer against the 
fighter. 

Round five—A left to Hood’s jaw, and 
then a right hook just out of range, and 
Harvey seemed to have the measure of his 
man, Hood feinted, and took Harvey's full 
left to the jaw, and although Hood bore in 
Harvey fought him off with good uppercuts. 
Towards the end of the round Harvey sent 
in a stiff right to the body, and though Hood 
had fought hard he had done little Somage. 

Round six—Three times Harvey shot out 
his left to Hood’s jaw. A clinch, and then 
Harvey sent in lefts to the head and body. 
Harvey swung a right, which might have 
been serious for Hood had he not taken it on 
the forearm. Harvey ruled the fight with his 
left, and Hood became short in his punches, 

Round seven—Hood tried to get to close 
quarters, but Harvey fought him off. Harvey 
sent in his left again, but could not get to 
work with his right. Hood was clever, and 
made Harvey miss. with his right. He was 
fighting well, but doing very little scoring, 
and Harvey piled up some more points, 
mainly with his left-hand punches. 


WILD PUNCHES. 

Round. eight—Hood swung some wild 
punches, which Harvey took on his arm, and 
then the latter drove his man to the ropes 
with his left. Hood tried his ‘right, but 
Harvey made him miss, and when the Bir- 
mingham man came for him met him with a 
good left. Hood got home a left towards the 
end of the round, but was not sufficiently 
quick to follow up the opening it gave him. 

Round nine—Hood tried to mix it and 
punched Harvey's ribs. On the breakaway 
Hood twice landed on Harvey's jaw with 
well-timed lefts. Harvey seemed to be wait- 
ing, and rushed in with a right to the body, 
but Hood came back with left and right to 
the head. Hood came again, and Harvey 
met him with his left, but Harvey could not 
do much damage. It was a good ‘round for 
Hood. 

Round ten—Hood had to use all his speed 
and craft to get out of a corner into which 
he was driven. He did it cleverly, but he 
was soon on the defensive again. Twice 
Hood missed with the left, and then he 
swung a right Harvey met him with a 
straight left and stopped him. It was an- 
other hard and even round. 

Round eleven—Harvey hooked a left to the 
jaw, but it did not stop Hood, who only 
just missed with a right to the head. 
Harvey did some clever work at close 
quarters. Harvey began to use his right on 
his opponent's ribs, but they were short-arm 
blows which did little damage, while Hood's 
right hooks were always too near to be very 
dangerous. 

Round twelve—Harvey hooked his left to 
the jaw, but could not get home with his 
right. Hood went to close quarters and 
scored with short punches to his opponent's 
jaw: but Harvey, coming away from a clinch, 
leaded on the point of the jaw with his left, 
and afterwards punched Hood with straight 
blows from the same hand until Hood became 
slow. 


HARVEY TAKES CONTROL. 

Round thirteen—Harvey brought his right 
into play and hooked this hand to the head. 
On the breakaway from a _ clinch Harvey 
landed heavily to the head with a left hook. 
Hood was inclined to hang on, but he shot 
out two good lefts as Harvey drove him 
round the ring. 

Round fourteen—Hood was now too rugged 
to do much against a clever boxer. He was 
ulways dangerous, however, and got home 
with a short right to Harvey’s jaw. Harvey's 
left made the fight, but Hood landed a left 
to Harvey's head. Late in the round Harvey 
went in and punched his opponent's ribs 
badly. 

Round fifteen—Hood sent in a stiff left to 
the body early in the round, but there was 
some hard fighting at close quarters with 
ttle damage done. Harvey could not get 
through with his right, and Hood more than 
once hooked a heavy left to his opponent's 
head. Hood finished strongly, but Harvey 
gained the verdict on points. 

£1,000 CHALLENGE. i 

After the fight Mr. Sullivan offered to put 
up £1,000 for a return contest. Hood, it is 
understood, is anxious for another meeting 
with Harvey.

Sir,—At the general meeting of the Irish 
Hockey Union, held on Friday last, a very 
hopeful and optimistic note ‘was taken by 
the honorary secretary in his exhaustive re- 
port dealing with the progress of the game 
throughout Ireland. For example, the num- 
be: of clubs now affiiliated is 110, an increase 
of fourteen over last year. In the inter- 
national matches Ireland beat Scotland and 
Wales, and only lost to England at Folke- 
stone by 5-2. The Welsh match this season 
has been given ‘to Waterford for the first 
time in its history, and great efforts are 
being made there to make the event a big 
success. The new international ground at 
Londonbridge road, so devotedly fathered by 
Mr. T. S. C. Dagg, is proceeding wonder- 
fully, and, as the honorary treasurer showed, 
the finances of the Union are in a very 
healthy condition. 
_ Yet there is one aspect of the game which 
is very disquieting, and that is the lack of 
umpires. Week after week the junior teams 
have none allotted to them, because the 
Leinster Umpires’ Association have not the 
men to send to them. The senior and 
middle divisions are well provided for, but 
the juniors, who will be the seniors of a year 
or two, have no one to guide and rule them, 
and direct their play in the right direction. 
The Umpires’ Association has made, and is 
making, strenuous efforts to cope with this 
trouble, which really affects the clubs 
seriously, and Messrs. Scales (President) and 
D. Colter have addressed the Leinster Branch 
on the subject. As one interested, I ven- 
ture, through your columns, to appeal to 
older players to come along and spare a 
Saturday afternoon to assist in the good and 
necessary work. I noticed that our Rugby 
friends had similar trouble. From what I 
hear, their difficulty has been surmounted,

MINISTRY AND LOWER DECK 
RAIL TRAFFIC. 


At a meeting of the Bridge and Ferries 
Committee of the Londonderry Corporation, 
a letter was received from the Minister of 
Home Affairs on the subject of the provision 
of curves for the approach of rail traffic at 
each end of the lower deck of the new bridge’ 
to be erected across the Foyle, and stating 
that the Ministry was unable to approve of 
the proposal that turntables and capstaus 
should be installed instead of curves. They 
pointed out that the railway facilities to be 
provided should be so designed and con- 
structed as to last during the full life of the 
bridge, but it appeared to the Ministry that 
if the capstans and turntables were adopted 
it would be necessary before many years had 
passed to abandon their use and provide 
curves instead, a procedure which would in- 
volve expenditure which could now be 
obviated. Capstans and turntables consti 
tuted an antiquated method of handling 
traffic, except under circumstances which 
rendered the handling of traffic impossible 
by any other means. 
“The main objection put forward by the 
ort and Harbour Commissioners to the in 
stullation of curves was that the proposed 
curves would absorb certain lengths of valu- 
able siding accommodation at each end of 
the bridge which could not be spared, and 
the abolition of which would render the 
handling of waggon traffic impossible. 
DIFFICULTIES NOT INSURMOUNTABLE. 

The Ministry was advised, however, that 
the difficulties foreseen were not insurmount- 
able, and that it would be possible to pro- 
duce a scheme of siding rearrangement which 
would be preferable to the retention of turn- 
tables and capstans. 

It was decided to furnish a copy.of the 
letter to the Harbour Commissioners, and to 
issue instructions to the engineers to com- 
plete the working plans in accordance with 
the terms of the Ministry's letter, and to 
invite tenders fof the construction and erec 
fion of the bridge at the earliest possible 
moment. 

A sub-committee, consisting of the Mayor 
and the Chairmen of the Finance, Law. 
Bridge and Ferries Committees, with Council 
powers, was appointed as a consultative com- 
mittee to deal with any question that may 
arise.
